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PLANS FOR SEWERAGE. 

Tlio by-law for bovrowiiig tliu sum of 
?500,000 for seweriige purposoa will likely 
bo discusMcd at tho next mculiii;^ of thu 
iilUoriiioii. It is riiiiioroil Hint tliu Piclc- 
oriii); schuiiiu, which whs tliuniughly dis- 
sected by a former oouneil, is to be mutil- 
ated, bub wo scarcely, think this probable. 
Minor changes may be nocoBsary, but any 
extensive alteration of the sohunio' would 
be looked upon witli suspicion by the pub- 
lic. Considerable time and money have 
been spent in coming to a conclusion on 
the Pickering schotue when a foniiui' 
council had tho iiiiitlor in chiir<:;e. llate- 
piiyursgoiiorallj- iiro mitialiod with the pliin, 
luul it liiis boon tlioir iiiipre-ssiioii thiit, 
when thu ])n)i)er tiniu coiuu-s, it would be 
carried out in its oiitiroty. Tlio proposed 
by-luw for IjorrowiiiL; SuOO.OOO will neces- 
sarily specify thu principle upon which 
the sewers shall be built, and, as before 
stated, opinion favors tho Pickering 
scheiiie, bociiUHo the public are satistiod 
that it is a f^ood one and has re- 
ceived »nij>le consideration at tho iiands 
of practical and intoUigeiit business men. 
A measure that would simply call for 
§500, COO "for Howura;,'o piLSt'-s. '' or for 
an iucouiploto or a miitilalud l'icl<or- 
ing Hclioiiio, would not likely receive (>ub- 
lic sanction, and the nuich needed drain- 
age system would be indotiiiitoly post- 
^puned. The by-law must call for a com- 
plete system, and tho principle of that 
system must be clearly outlined. To ask 
for new plans would needlessly delay the 
work and to reject the I'ickering ])lan 
would meet with general disapproval. 
The peoplearo of the opinion tliat the only 
thing remaining to bo settled on tho sew- 
erage (juestion, is, upon what liasis shall 
tiie ratepayers be tn.xed, and they look to 
their rejuosoiitatives lit tlie aldermaiiic 
board to devise an i'(|uital)ie ta.K. A grad- 
ed percentage tax has been suggested be- 
fore, and as it has been found to answer 
well in other cities, it might equally an- 
swer the purpose here. However, it is a 
matter which can be thoroughly enquired 
into, and no doubt a method of taxation 
acceptalile to all will bo arrived at. 

UKlTISll COLUMBIA FISHERIES. 

We have received a copy of the Annual 
Report on tho Fisheries of British Colum- 
bia for the year 1887 by Mr. Thomus 

Mowat, inspector. No one can road this. 
report — ami it is well w alli reading — 
witliout b(!ing impressed with the 'MiportJ 
aneo, present and prospective, of liritish 
Columbia's tisheries. The number and 
variety af valuable food fishes that fre- 
qnont its rivers and are found in the sea 
that washes its shores, loads the reader tu 
believe that its fisheries when 'idequately 
developed will be among the greatest and 
the most valuable in tlie world. The fish- 
eries of this country present a splendid 
field for the enterprise of intelligent and 
energetic men of business. Not oidy is 
tho Siilnion found in great numbers in the 
rivers of British Columbia and in the ad- 
jacent sua, but in its waters, inland and 
ocean, abounil sturgeon, smelts, (kjIucIi- 
ans, tnuit, wliito tisli, shad, cotl, halibut, 
skil or black cod, tooshipia (cultus cod), 
rock fish, herring, sardines and dogfish. 
Whales are seen disporting themselves 
unmolested in its sounds, straits and seas, 
and valuable fur seals and sea otters are 
within easy'reach (>{ its shores. Though 
much is known of British Cohnubia's 
wealth of fish, it isonly reasonable to infer 
from the limited nature of the e.Kploi ation.s 
that nnich remains to bu discov'ered. 
Mr. Mowat estimates the toial value of 
the catch of salmon la.st year, iucliulinL; 
tho Indian consumpt imi, at S 1 ,!)71,^^t<7. 
This is 8;5!)7,o31) more than the value of 
the catch of 1886. Although mure sal- 
mon were packed and consumed htst year 
than in tho one previous, the capital in- 
vested was somewhat less, in 1880 tlie 
capital invested in the salmon fislierius 
was 8872,444; it had decreased in 1887 to 
$767,450, a decrease in the latter year of 
8104,990. The mind.er of men oniployed 
ni 1880 wore ti,211, in LSS7 it 
was I!, 15-1, or 57 men less. Mr. 
Mowat attributes this doci'Oiise to tin- 
loss of two schooners in a heavy 
gale, the dostriicliou of an oil factory \)y 
lire and thu non-n|)oration of soveial can- 
neties on the northern coast which are 
not ineludud in the figures of 1887. The 
<liianl.ity of salmon canned last year was 
204,083 cases of four doKan one-pound 
cans each. Tiic year before tlie number 
of cases were 161,270, making for last year 
an increase of 42,813 cases. . Of the 
204,08:! cases packed last year, 12.S,H(li; 
were canned in the Fraser Jtivor canner- 
ies and 75,L'77 in those of the coast. The 
increase in the packing on the Fraser was 
1,4'_'-,1'.)() one-pound cuis. Inspectoi' 
.Mowat was most desirous to lind out 
whether the white i^luinnat or siiring sal- 
mon' is of the same s^iecies as the red. 
Uis object in doing this appears to be to 
show that there are really no grounds for 
the prejudice that .exists ftgainst the 
white-fleshed fish. To remove any doubt 
that might exist on tlie uubject he 
wrote to Professor!!. Brown Goode, 
of tho .Smithsonian In.ititute, Washington, 
D. C, seiidiug him at the same time a 
saniple of each kind, Professin- Ooodo 
replied that the lish belongs to the same 
species, lint owing to the absence of the 
icthyologist of the Institution he was nut 
prepared to account for the diireronco of 
color. Mr. Mowat also wrote to Mr. Wil- 
mot, Buperintoudoiit of fish oultur^ fnrjthe 
Dominion. Mr. Wflmofc'g reply jyas as 
follows : '*Tho 8alm.9n you sehtine ciimo 
in pretty fair condition, and I nni of opin- 
ion that they are one and the same fish. 
Water, food and the season of tho year 
make a wonderful diflbronco in tho out- 
ward api)oatiinco of tho lisli." Mr. Mowat 
properly regards a solution of this queh- 
tiun as injiortant, not oidy in a sciuutilic 
but in nn economic souse. "If it there- 
foru ho true," ho says, "that tho while 
and red salmon ho oiio and the 
9linie sprcies, uud knowing, uo nu 



do here, that tibiio of the flavor or sub- 
stance is lost in the cha^gb of color, I can 
see no reason why these fish could jSf^t bo 
introduced in the eastern niHrk^S;"Bnd 
thus add largely to tho profits of our 
salnum-'trade by utilizing what is now 
thrown away us useless." Mr. Mowat'a 
oQ'orts to prevent the waste of white sal- 
mon are most praiseworthy, .-lud it is to 
be hoped tliat tlio infoniiatioii (Vliioli he re- 
ceives and disseminates on tho subject will 
have the effect of dissipating the preju- 
dice tliut exists against .white-ijeshod sal- 
mon in eastern nnirkets. It is satisfac- 
tory to see from the Report tinit the regu- 
lations made for tho presorviltion of the 
sitlmoii are gonerally well observed. The 
I udians, it appears, aio willing to listen 
to rea.sou on this siibjecl and givi? but 
little trouble. Ilrili-'li C'oliiiiiliiaiis of all 
races siicuild cheerfully and even /.ealcpiisly 
co-opurato with the govornuieiit in its ef- 
fort's to preserve this most valuable lisli. 
It is in the interest of all that 
the salmon should remain abundant in 
iIh) waters of tho Province. It is thu 
height of folly and stupidity to kill the 
goose that lays tho golden eggs. (lUar- 
dhin McNab complains that at the N;ias 
river great ipiaiitities of that most de- 
licious and highly valued lish, the ( (uola- 
chan, are almost wantonly ilustroyi'd liy 
tho Indians. 'I'liey catch llu iu in laii,'r 
ipiantities for tiie .-.ake of tin.- oil tlioy get 
from them, wliicli tliey esti^eni liighly as 
.111 article of diet. Ho says, " I found 
them (the Indians) amunnblo tu reason 
when dealt with in a proper manner, and 
liy using judicious measures the onornuius 
w.isto which is now going on under tho 
picsont method of o.vtrnoting oil might bu 
ronderud less and its value greatly in 
creased." The liritisli t'olumliiii Indians 
very reasonably complain that wiiile they 
are rei|iiir<id tu comply with llie (loviTii- 
iiiciit's ri'giilat ions fur tho ]irc3ervation uf 
the lish the .Mask.i, or. .-is they call them, 
the "15ost<in'" liuli.-uis, who are not sub- 
ject to our laws, are allowed to share tlieir 
most valued titdiing jirivileges. This is 
certainly imt fair. Tho " Boston " Indi- 
aiLs should be kept off British Columbian 
tisliii.'g grotnids, and our own Indians 
sluitild he in a position to roaj) all the ad- 
vantages that How fiiiin the iieces.s.-iiy rc- 
straiiits which the ( loveruiiieiit imposes 
upon them. 'I'lii' best way, ]H'i-liaps, of 
liroveiiting t he dcst i act ioii of I he oolaclian 
in to hasten the dcvelo|iuu'nt of the lisli- 
jry When thi' Indians find that lliey 
can get a good price for their lish they will 
c;;aso to diistn.y them fnr the sake nf thr 
oil they contain. \\'e are a little sur- 
prised to see that inspector Mowat does 
not attach more value to the black cod 
tishcry. Altliough he bears testimony to 
the excellence of the lish he does not suom 
at all sanguine that its good qualities will 
.loon bo generally known or that (ishiiig it 
ivi'l in the ue.-ir future becmiie ,in iiii|ini'- 
tant British (Jolniiibia iudiisiiy. W'c 
think, when he comes to. see \vli,-it private 
enterprise has lately (huii'and isstill doing 
towards dcvelij]iing the black cod lisliery 
au'ij making its great value .'is a fiioil 
tlsli known to the world, he will conclude 
that lie has not done justice to it in his re- 
port, anil will rLSulvc to make amends by 
giving his utmost aid to the enterprising 
men who are devoting their energies and 
risking their money in the ostablislinient 
of the ''skil" fishery. Thore are some 
■ jtlier matters in this very interesting' re- 
[)ort which we would like to notice, but

The 
prevailing impression in America is thai 
I relaiid is an oppressed otmntiy, inliabitud 
by a |ie>iplu who are sunk in the depths <if 
poverty. It is behoved that a tyrannical 
t^uvurnment and extortionate landlords 
liavo all but crushed the life out of the 
people of Ireland. Very little is heard of 
what English public men say about In - 
land, anil few believe their assertions re- 
garding tli.-it niifortiinate and iinli:i]ipy 
country. They arc, it is allinniMl, in iirdci' 
to hide the ellecls of ihoir iiiisnih.' and to 
justify their own |)'ilicy. i iilcM csted in mis- 
reprc'.scntiiig the true ■ mditiuii of the 
pooplc of Ireland. A gentleman has 
lately \ isiled Ireland, who is not a British 
subject and who has no interest whatevur 
in either palliating tho conduct of Iro- 
laiid's English rulers itv of nmking the 
1 risli jiooplu appear worsu than they are. 
This gentleman is Mr. Hurlhurt, an ac 
conq>lislmd Ainericnn journalist of high 
character, lie .q)peiirs to havegone to Ire- 
land unpre j iidiced anddetiiriiiiiied to give a 
true and liniu'st accoiiijt of what he naw 
.iiid lieanl. Ilf h.i.s uiiltcna liook alioiil, 
Ireland and the Irish uhiuh gives the 
reader a veiy diirereiit ini|ir('ssion of the 
st.'ite of that country from that conveyed 
1)3' the speeches of agitators and tho news- 
paper literature of this side of the Atlan- 
tic. We aVe told that tho Irish press is 
iiiu/zlod, and that editor and publishers 
dare not say what thoy think or even 
publish the news of ihu day on certain 
subjojts. This is what Mr Hurlburt says 
about tho liberty of the press in Ireland. 

.■\h a Democrat ii' jonnialisi I had some 
practical kiiowledL^e of a tnic " eoerciou " 
govenimciit in .\nierica a quarter of a 
century ago. The Aniurican editor who 
had ventured in 18(12 to publish in a New 
York or Phihidelpliia newspaper a lottor 
fr(nn Washuigton, speaking of tlie Union- 
ist government by President Lincoln, as 
tho letter from Ijondon publislicd to-day 
in the /'V<c//io„'.v ,/o„,„„/ speaks of the 
I ■nionisl govei.imeiit of l,ord yaliabury, 
would havu found Ijimsolf in one of thu 
casemates of Fort Lafayette wnithiu 24 
hours. 

Mr. lluilburt found that coiu'cinii in 
Ireland was not all one side. Tho coercion 
thttji.ho- Cpinphlinf of is a very dillercnt 
coorcibn'frdm that which wo see ileiumnced 
in the:, Amerlcau i and Pauadinti pre.«s. 
But it is best to lot Mr.'' Hurlburt speak 
for liiinself.

It is it "coorci(ni" 
applied not to nmn wliu break a public 
law, or oil'und against any recogniiiuduode 



(if morals, but to men who refuse to be 
l)inmd in their personal relations and 
tlieir business transactions by the will of 
other mou,, their equaj^ onlyk^othed wltli 
no; legal authority '"wer tUomr' It is a 
"cooreiou" administered not by iniblic 
and rosponsihle functionarios, but by se- 
cret tribunals. Its sanctions are not the 
law and tho honest public opinion, but 
tho base instinct of personal cowardice, 
and the instinct, not loss base, uf personal 
greed. Whether anything more than a 
steady, firm administnttion df the law is 
Hooded to abolish this "cooreion," is a 
matter on which authorities ditl'er. I 
should be glad to beliovu with Col. Sann- 
dcrsoii that the "leaguers would not hold 
up the 'landgrabber' to execration, and 
denouncu him as thoy do, unless thoy 
knew ill fact that the moment the law is 
made siiprumo in Ireland the tonants 
tvould become just as amenable tu it as 
any other subjects of the Queen." But 
some recent events suggest a doubt 
ivhetber these "other subjects' of tho 
• Jueeii" are as amenable to the law as my 
own eountrymou are. 

Tile terrible power which the eooFcioii- 
ists wiold is illustrated by thu following 
iiiuident: 

.\\\ old man and his son, so poor that 
thoy lay iiakeil in tlieir beds, were taken 
uut and shot by a party of iiioonlightiMs 
fur breaking a boycott. 'I'liey were lefl 
for dead, and their bodies thrown upon a 
dimghill. The boy, however, was still 
.dive when they were found, and it was 
thought he might recover. The iiia;4is 
trales i|Uestioiied him as to his knowledge 
of the murderers. The lioy's iiiiitlu-i- 
stood liehind the magistrate, and when 
the iiiiestioii was put lielil up lier lini,'ei- 
in a warninu' iiiaiiner at tln^ poor hnl. .She 
'iliiln'l wish him to "peach," as if lu' li\ i'<l, 
tlie fiiends of the murderers wiuild make 
it impossible to keep their ludiling and 
live on it. The lad lied, and dieil with 
the lie un his lips, Who shall sit in jiuh,' 
inulit on that wretched niother and her 
.son ? But what rule can possibly he too 
stern to crush out the lerrorism w hich 
makes such things iiossible. .\iid wlial 
right have Kiighshmen to ex]iecl lluurdi>- 
minion to stand in lit'lami when their 
party leaders for |iai ly ends shake hands 
with men who wink at ami use this terror- 
ism .' 

Of t lu? other kind of coercion of which 
.HO iiHieb is heard eveiywhero Mr. Hurl- 
burt says : 

Dfthe "ciiercioTi," under which the 
Nat iiuialist s|)eakers and writers ask us in 
.•\iiierica to believe that the island i.'ro.aiis 
and travails, I have seen literally nothing. 

Nowhere in the world is the jiress more 
absolutely free to-day than Ireland. No- 
whore ill the world are (he actions of men 
ill authority iiioro bitterlj' and mispiiring- 
ly criticised. Ifpulilic men or pnv.-ile 
citi/eii.s are sent to prison in Ireland, 
they are sent there, not as they were in 
America during the civil war, or in Ire- 
land under the "coercion act" of 18SL, on 
siisi)iciiiii of something they may have 
done or may liavo intended to do, but 
after being tried for doing, and convicted 
of having done, certain things made of- 
fenses against the law by a )iailiameiil in 
which they are repreaented, and of which, 
in some cases, they are members. 

To call this "coercion" is, from tho 
American point of view, simply ludicrous. 
What it nbty bd froiii'the British or Irish 
point of view is another iifl'air, and does 
not concern me. I may be peiinitteil, 
however, I hope without incivility, to say 
that if this bo "coercion" from the British 
or Irish point of view, 1 am well content 
to be an American citi/eii. Ours is essen- 
tially a government not of emotions, but 
of statutes, and must Americans, I tliink, 
will agree with me-that the sage was right 
who declared it to be bettor to live where 
nothing is lawful than where all things are 
lawful. 

What Mr. Hurlburt says about distress 
in Ireland is even more surprising, and 
differs more widely from, the usual ac- 
counts than his description of the political 
state of the country. Ho visited Gwoe- 
dore, and when ho asked a Gal way man 
about the destitution that was stid to 
exist there. 

"It doesn't exist," responded Mr. 
wegian; "that ;s, there is ho such distress 
in (rweedore as you find in Connemara, 
for instance; luit \--lmt (listless tlieic is in 
(iwfodore is due iiiucli more to the habits 
the |ieople have t)eon getting into of late 
yours, and to the idleness of them, than 
to any |)ressoro of tho rents you hear 
.iboiit, or even to tho poverty of the soil. 
(mj down to the store at Bunbeg, and see 
what they liny and go in debt for. You 
won't lind in any such |ilace as ISiinbeg in 
Kngland such things." 

This Aiiioricaii journalist decl.ires th;it 
"in coiiqmrisoii with the <lwelliiigs of the 
sni.ill farmers of I'jastern France and 
Southern Italy, I found the Donegal ciliin 
not mil}' clean but attractive." lie was 
told liy tiio shopkeepers that the ])eaH- 
.Liitiy spent a great.deal of money i n tea, 
.'Liid that none but the best quality, cost 
from a dollar'to H dollar and a quarter a 
pound, would please them, lie draws thu 
following comparison between the condi- 
tion of an Irish small farmer and a Mas- 
sachusetts mechanic : 

Uut of his (tho farmer's) labor on his 
holding he got merchantable crops worth 
£(iO sterling, or in round niimbors .?.'500, 
besides prudiicing in the shape of vitge- 
taliles and dairy stiiir, pigs and poultry, 
cert.-iinly a very barge proportion of the 
food necessary for his household, and 
raising and fat teiihig beasts worth at a low 
estimate i':iO, or $100 more. And while 
thus engaged his outlay for rent, which 
indeed not only the house in which he 
li\f(l, but the land out, of which lie got 
the ri^tiiriis of his labor o.\peiided upon 
it, was .t'H los., or considerably less than 
oiio-li.ilf the outlay of the Massachusetts 
woi kiiiaii upon the rent of nothing more 
than a roof tu shelter himself and his 
family. Furthermore, the money thus 
paid out by the Massaoliusotts workman 
for rent was sinqily a tribute paid fm' ac- 
coiiniiodatiiiii had ami enjoyed, while out 
of every pound sterling paid as rent by 
the Irish tenant there reverted to his 
credit, so long as hecoiilimied to fulfil hi." 
legal obligations, a cortain proportion, 
calculable, valuable and sideable, in the 
form of his tenant-right. 

The account of Irelawl given by this 
Auieriomi wih liii doufit 'surprise a great 
many. Some may conclude that hois pre- 
judiced aiid gives facts' A coloring to suit 
his own views. But there is no reason to 
believe that he wilfully niisroprusented 
the country. It is nothing now to see 
honest witnesses giving tostimony which 
is Hp]iaieiitly contradictory. A very great 
deal depends upon the point of view from 
which a man sees an object and a great 
deal too upon his range of vision. Tliere 
are many who honestly enough judge the 
wliide which thoy ciinuut seo by tho part 
which thoy do see, and n{)thing is more 
coiiiiiion than to see people who desire to 
bo impartial drawing gonoral conclusions 
from partial proiniscs.

Rice 
has not (lone much playing since he li.is 
been at tint Branch, nor ha-i ho f'lr many 
years, princip.illy liiicau.se he has hi'.d no 
niomy, hut he iinw has a v.\U; who is 
worth over a million who is with him. 
Kico lias been trying to iier.Miiule lier to 
allow him to try his luck for l lie sake of 
Auld Lang .Syne. In his day be was the 
greatest gambler la this country, as he 
■ 'was the greatest' showman. 1 saw hiJn 
sitting in the niagniflceut Long Branch 
Club at supper— a meal, by the ^^Tiy, that 
alone would make tlio club famous— and 
ho was i nd u Iging In rem i niscences of some 
of his big games. Ju-t before the war, in 
New Orleans, he put up a half in- 
terest in his circus against one of the fin- 
est of Missi.ssii'pi steamboats of that (lay, 
nnd a hundred thousand dnlliiis lie 
' lost. Then ho bet the other half of the 
circus against the ono lost and he won. 
Kice might have been where liarnum Is 
to-day bad it not been for gambling and 
even the gamblers tell that they hope bo 
will not begin again. The third is Pat 
Kheody. Slicedy Is known among gam- 
blers as a man who when he gets brolie 
would lake olT his clothes and hot them. 
Just before ho became tins iiwiiiager of 
Sullivan, lie hadn't a dollar, all lioiigh a 
littlo while bcfere ho was one of the 
wealthiest sporling men in (,'li'oago The 
last big Kf'iiu ^hcedy "us in he 

played for fifty hours without closing bis 
eyes. He left the gaming table $80,000 
loser. 

The brokers on 'Wall street are trying 
to makeup for dull times by going to 
Long Branch. Tlie favorite game is rou- 
lette, as it Is with the majority ol people 
at that gay resort.
